Taxicab Bylaw Is Not Yet Clear 


One of the early acts of the advisory 
‘board created under the new taxicab by- 
Jaw should be to clear up some of the ob- 
gcurities in the bylaw itself. 

One of these obscurities is the matter 
of dual fares. . 

The bylaw plainly lays down regula- 
tions with regard to the manner in which 
fares must be charged when two or more 
parties use the same taxicab. . 

But there is nothing in the bylaw, so 
far as we can find, to say whether a cus- 
tomer must share his cab with another 
"tga or whether he can demand a cab of 

is own. .

_ Security of Mails Is 


The investigation department of the 
Canadian post office is to be commended 
for its vigilance in detecting the theft of 
mail in the Edmonton office and in causing 
the apprehension of two persons alleged 
to be responsible for it. 

If the accused are found guilty, the 
courts should undoubtedly act against 
them with severity proportionate to the 
magnitude of the offence. : 

For the sanctity and security of His 
Majesty’s mails is one of the axioms of 
civilized practice. 

Each year hundreds of thousands of 
doliars in cash and goods worth many 
times that amount pass through the post 
office department, to say nothing of let- 
ters containing invaluable documents and 
information necessary to the carrying on 
of Canadian business, 

It is absolutely essential to the Cana-

When a letter is dropped into a postal 
box it should encounter no element of 
human weakness or dishonesty en route 
to its destination. 

There is the furthef fact that the dis- * 
honesty of an infinitesimal fraction of 
postal employes casts a cloud upon the 
integrity of a very great majority of em- 
ployes who are completely incorrup- 
tible. 

Theft is an exceedingly rare occurrence 
in the Canadian post office. 

The natural honesty of postal clerks 
is the first factor contributing to that cir- 
cumstance. The vigilance of the investiga- 
tion department is another. 

The utmost severity in dealing with of- 
fenders judicially should emphasize both of 
them.

The revelation that the frequent trad- 
ing of wives, coupled with outright bigamy, 
features the practices of certain sections 
of the Doukhobors in British Columbia 
lays a solemn obligation upon, that prov- 
ince to clean up this immoral mess without 
delay. 
~ There have been sporadic attempts to 
deal firmly with these people who appear 
to live under somewhat lower standards of 
decency than the average barnyard hog. 

But these attempts have seldom been 
carried through because as soon as author- 
ity interferes with them, the Doukhobors 
appear to find an infinite number of ways . 
of making themselves even more offen- 
Sive and intolerable. 

Thus, the British Columbia policy with 
regard to Doukhobors has simmered down 


to a philosophy of live and let live and of 
leaving well enough alone. 

Obviously the moral sensibilities of 
Canatiians everywhere cannot permit a re- 
turn to this complacency. 

For the Sons of Freedom sect, it is 
shown, have not only indulged their na- 
tural propensities for gross immorality 
and husband and wife sharing, but have 
been positively encouraged in these prac- 
tices by their leaders. 

Such incredible indecency concerns all 
Canada. It offends all Canada. 

And while British Columbia is cer- 
tainly not responsible for the stupid ad- 
mission of these people to the country in 
the first place, the problem is now squarely 
in British Columbia's lap, 

And British Columbia must find a way 
to clean it up.

St. John’s College 
Oldest On Prairies 


At the junction of the Assiniboine | 


and Red Rivers today stands the 
city of Winnipeg, capital of Mani- 
toba. It was at this spot that the 
Hudson's Bay Company established 
its headquarters for trading with 
Indians of the unknown west. 

In these early days, when the 
painted Indians came from hun- 
dreds of miles around to trade their 
precious furs, the first college in 
the history of western Canada was 
formed, This was the St. John’s 
College School, which was set up 
to teach young children in the com. 
munity. 


FIRST COLONY 


In 1811, Lord Selkirk, a great) 


feotch colonizer, acquired control 
of Hudson's Bay Company, and 
was given about 116,000 square 
miles of land in the Red River 
valley and along the Assiniboine 
River, on the understanding that 
he would establish a colony. The 
idea was to import farmers to sup- 
ply food to the HBC employes at 
the fort. 

Conditions were very rough for 
these hardy settlers, but the HBC 
recognized the need for some way 
to educate the white children and 
agreed to the opening of a schoo! 
In 1820, Rev. John West was ap- 
pointed as first chaplain and in- 


structed to open schools for the 


people. 

West's first act was to organize 
a smal! school in a little log cabin 
to receive children of the settlers. 
He named it the Red River Aca- 


deny, which was later changed to} 


Bt. John's College.

Canada Railways Study Attempt

WATCH U.S. EXPERIMENT 


He was discussing proposals for 
equalization of rate levels in dif- 
ferent parts of the country, which 
have been advanced by several 
provincial governments making 
submissions to the commission. 
They have contended that western 
and maritime rate scales are higher 
than those in Ontario and Quebec. 

Under examination by Frank M. 
Covert of Halifax, commission coun- 
sel, the CPR official said the first 
step in any equalization plan would 
involve changing the railways’ gen- 
eral classifications in which differ- 
ent commodities are grouped for 
rate-making. He noted something 
of the kind was being attempted 
in United States and suggested 
Canada should wait and see how 
the move worked out there. 

Mr. Jefferson called for continua- 
tion of the measure of freedom 
which the railways now have in 
setting their own rates. 

REJECTS ALBERTA PROPOSAL 

He expressed opposition to the 
anguments of some provinces that 
want the rate-regulating Board of 
Transport Commissioners to exer- 
cise tighter control over the rail- 
ways in the: fixing of their “agreed 
charges” and their competitive 
rates. 

Agreed charges are low contract 
rates given by a railway ‘to a ship- 
per in return for a guaranteed per- 
centage of his traffic. Competitive 
rates are those that have been de- 
pressed below normal to meet com- 
petition. 

Mr. Jefferson also rejected an 
Alberta suggestion that competitive 
rates should first be approved by 
the Transport board before being 
put into effect. At present, the rail- 
ways may apply them at will and 
they are subject to review by the 
board if anyone complains. 

Mr. Jefferson said competitive 
rates have to be applied quickly 
to preserve traffic as competition 
develops, otherwise the business 
might be lost.
